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Moscow to stand by Afghan pact 

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet Union hinted Wednesday that it aimed to 
complete its troop withdrawal from Afghanistan by the middle of next 
February despite a recent surge in activity by guerrillas. Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Vadim Perfilycv told a new briefing recent moves by the 
Soviet and Afghan governments were intended to ensure that accords 
signed in Geneva last April were carried out to the letter. “Our country is 
doing everything to ensure that the Geneva agreements ■ — which were 
also signed by Afghanistan. Pakistan and the United States — arc 
observed completely in all their parts," Perfilyev declared. “It is precisely 
to that end that certain measures aimed at ensuring the fulfilment of the 
agreements in ihcir entirety, including the withdrawal of the limited 
Soviet military contingent by Feb. 15, 19S9. have been taken by the Soviet 
Union and Afghanistan." the spokesman added. Many Western commen- 
tators interpreted remarks by First Deputy Foreign Minister Alexander 
Bessmertnykh at a news conference in the Soviet capital Nov. 4 as 
signalling the date could be put back. Bessmertnykh said the withdrawal, 
half of which was completed by mid-August and which was due to resume 
in the middle of this month, was being temporarily suspended.

Philippines, raising .to 90 the number of people feared dead in the 
wake of typhoon Skip, officials said Wednesday. At least 34 people 
were IdHed after flood waters swamped the provincial capital and 
seven towns of Palawan Island Monday, Red Cross relief chief 
Lourdes Masing said. Masing sald the death ton could rise further 
once communications were restored with interior Palawan villages cot 
off by swollen rivers. He said at least 75 people were missing in 
Palawan. 

Bomb attack injures 2 in Djibouti 

DJIBOUTI (R) — The latest In a series of mysterious bombings in 
Djibouti injured two people, state-run radio and television said 
Wednesday. The home-made bomb was hurled into a shop in central 
Djibouti late Tuesday evening; It.was the second bombing in Djibouti 
town in less than a month. A grenade exploded Oct. U at a National 
. Assembly parking lot. In September, a power plant and a public 
works facility hi the southern part of the country were bombed. No 
one was fatfured and no arrests have been reported. 

Britain to hold new talks with Iran 

. LONDON (R) — Britain sent a senior Foreign Office official to Vienna 
Wednesday for talks with Iran on resuming normal diplomatic 
. relations. Sir David Miers, ««ktaiit undersecretary of state for 
: Middle Eastern Affairs, was expected to meet Mahmud Vaezi, head of 
the Iranian Foreign Ministry’s West European desk, British officials 
said. The talks are aimed at reopening the British embassy in Tehran 
- and the appointment of ambassadors by both countries in the new 
-year, the officials said. 

Hirohito ‘temporarily’ stable 

-TOKYO (R) — Emperor Hirohito was reported in stable condition 
.Wednesday but palace officials said his health could take a turn for the 
worse any tune. “His Majesty the emperor fe stable, but this is just for 
the tune being,” a palace official told reporters.

ROME (R) — Italy said Wednesday it would withdraw Its warships 
from the Guff by the end of the year and would stop escorting 
merchant .vessebrin the waterway this month. Italy sent eight naval 
vessels to the Gulf in Sqptonber, 1987, at the height of the Iran-Iraq 
war, to protect merchant shipping. These have since been reduced to 
two frigates, a reconnaissance vessel and two minesweepeis.

ISLAMABAD (R) — The Soviet-backed Afghan government has 
named Interior Minister Sayed Mohammad Gnlabzoi ambassador to 
Moscow, Bakhtar news agency reported. The official agency, moni- - 
tored in Islamabad Wednesday, did not say who would replace 
Gnlabzoi.

ABU DHABI (R) — Saudi Arabia Wednesday set up a state , oil 
company which wifi apparently formally take over .the kingdom's vast 
oil industry from an American consortium (ml was quick to add this 
would not affect current operations. The Saudi Press Agency (SPA) 
gave few details of the decision by the Saudi cabinet to set up the Saudi 
Arabian Oil Company beyond saying that the cabinet defined the legal 
status oT the country’s expanding petroleum infrastructure. But the 
move comes after several years when the relationship between, the 
Saudi government and companies in the Arabian American Oil 
Company (Aramco) remained unclear.

Victorious Bush vows to 
cooperate with Congress

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Republican George Bush rode a 
swell of peace and prosperity to 
become 41st president of the Un- 
ited States and he vowed to work 
with a Democratic congress that 
could seek revenge for one of the 
harshest campaigns in recent 
times. 

Bush defeated Democrat 
Michael Dukakis decisively on 
Tuesday, taking 40 of the 50 
states against 10 and the District 
of Columbia won by his rival and 
depriving' the Massachusetts gov- 
ernor of the upset win he had 
hoped for. 

Vice-PresideHt Bush, former 
director of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency (CIA), former 
U.S. envoy to China and ex- 
ambassador to the United Na- 
tions. rolled to victory with the 
unabashed support of Ronald 
Reagan, one of the most popular 
presidents ever, who had urged 
voters to “win one' more for the 
gipper." 

Bush bad 426 electoral college 
votes to 112 for Dukakis and 54 
per cent of the popular vote to 46 
per cent for the Democrat. Some 
90 million voters — about half of 
the voting-age public — cast bal- 
lots i 

The 64-year-old president-elect 
moved quickly to try and heal 
bruised feelings from a campaign 
that has short, on answers to 
pressing problems but long on 


King congratulates Bush, 
voices hope for peace 

AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty King Hussein Wednesday 
cabled George Bush on his victory in the U.S. presidential 
election. 

The King expressed hope that the next stage would witness 
further U.S. interest in regional issues to reinforce peace in the 
world, the Middle East in particular, and to reach a durable, just, 
and comprehensive peace that restores stability in the region, 
and peace and security to its peoples. 

The King wished Bush success and hoped that the U.S. people 
would attain further progress and prosperity. * 

His Royal Highness -Crown Prince Hassan also sent a message 
of congratulations to Bush. 

' “May I .extend .to you my_ .heartfelt congratulations, on your 
victory in the United States presidential elections. Your wisdom 
and experience will greatly contribute to your leadership of the 
American people. as you guide them into the last decade of this 
millennium. In wishing you every success in the years ahead and 
the American people continuing happiness and prosperity, I pray 
to the Almighty to guide us all in the service of humanity," the 
cable said. 

Information Minister Hani Khasawueh welcomed Bush's vic- 
tory and expressed hope that the new president would be able to 
achieve comprehensive peace in the Middle East. 

In a statement to Agence France Presse (AFP), Dr. Khasawneh 
hoped that the U.S. president-elect would help achieve the 
Middle East peoples’ aspirations through the attainment of a just 
and durable peace in the region. 

Dr. Khasawneh also referred to the friendly ties existing 
between King Hussein and Bush and said that the president-elect 
was familiar with the constructive role Jordan is playing in the 
Middle East region.

Bush said in his acceptance 
speech in Houston, Texas. 

Later io the day. Bush named 
campaign chairman James Baker 
as the next U.S. secretary of 
state. 

At his first news conference 
since winning the election. Bush 
said: “It is my intention to nomin- 
ate James A. Baker" as secretary 
of state replacing George Shultz. 

Asked about the role of con- 
troversial Vice-President-elect 
Dan Quayle, Bush said his run- 
ning-mate would be fully In- 
volved in the administration. 

Quayle, junior senator from 
Indiana, has been widely accused 


of lacking the experience and 
ability required for the man “a 
heart beat away” from the pres- 
idency. 

Bush can claim his sweeping 
victory gives him a mandate to 
continue Reagan's policies, cre- 
dited by Republicans with the 
economy’s largest peacetime ex- 
pansion, and to meet his promise 
of no new taxes to deal with huge 
trade and budget deficits. 

But the Democrats streng- 
thened control of both chambers 
of Congress (see page 8) and 
many Democrats were furious at 
Bush for his blasting of Dukakis 
as a far-left liberal opposed to a 
strong national defence, soft on 
crime and likely to raise taxes. 

In a conciliatory gesture to 
Congress, Bush said he would

Jordan to have major foundry 


AMMAN (Petra) — Approval 
was given Wednesday for a 
plan to establish a foundry in 
Jordan to sopply cast metal to 
different local industries and 
leave a surplus for export. 

Approval for the project 
came at a meeting held at the 
Social Security Corporation 
(SSC) offices in Amman under 
the chairmanship of His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Has- 
san, the Regent, and in the 
presence of Prime Minister 
Zaid Rifai and Cabinet minis- 
ters and directors of concerned 
departments. 

Financial, technical and eco- 
nomic aspects of the project 
which will cost JD 23 million 
were discussed at the meeting, 
which also , reviewed prospects 
for setting np new industries 
employing cast metal produced 


by the proposed foundry which 
is to be set up by the Arab 
Industrial Engineering Com- 
pany (AIEC), according to an 
official statement that followed 
the meeting. 

The statement said that the 
foundry would help Jordan to 
gradually stop imports of fore- 
ign cast mete] and create 550 
jobs. The foundry should be 
able to produce 8,700 tonnes of 
cast iron and steel of which 75 
per cent will be used to cover 
the Jordanian market and the 
rest will be exported to other 
countries, the statement said. 

It said that a number of 
companies had already offered 
to purchase the foundry's pro- 
duction and to participate in 
proriding capital for the pro- 
ject. 


Jordan at present imports 
$11 million worth of cast iron 
for its different industries and 
this sum will be saved, along 
with an estimated S5.5 million, 
which will come to the country 
as exports revenues of the sur- 
plus production, the statement 
added. 

The SSC, along with a num- 
ber of Jordanian and pan-Arab 
companies, hold shares in the 
AIEC, which was established in 
1984 wt*h a JD 15 million 
capital. 

The ministers of labour, fi- 
nance, supply, energy and 
mineral resources, planning, 
industry and trade and the 
minister of slate for cabinet 
affairs along with the SSC 
director attended Wednesday's 
meeting. 


Dudin: Work permit fee aims 
at opening jobs for Jordanians 


AMMAN (Petra) — The govern- 
ment's recent decision to levy 
extra fees from non-Jordanian 
workers in Jordan is not intended 
as a means to increase the coun- 
try’s revenues but is rather 
another attempt on the part of 
the government to give priority in 
employment to Jordanians and to 
reduce the outflow of foreign 
exchange. Minister of Labour 
Marwan Dudin said Wednesday. 

According to Central Bank of 
Jordan (CBJ) statistics, foreign 
workers in Jordan transferred a 
total of JD 62 million abroad last 
year, the' minister said in a state- 
ment carried by Petra and Jordan 
Television. 

The government's recent mea- 
sures will bear fruit in the next 
year by bringing about a drop of 
50 per cent in such transfers and 
more control will be. maintained 
over the local labour market, 
Dudin said. 

. The minister expressed hope 
that there would be a 1 gradual 
decrease in the number of non- 
Jordanian workers, specially in 
sectors other than agriculture and 
nursing. 

The Ministry of Labour is pur- 
suing plans to control the labour

market and it will keep the door 
open to non-Jordanians for the 
time being to work in agriculture 
and nursing where sufficient 
number of Jordanian workers is 
not available, Dudin said. 

He said Jordan seeks to in- 
crease its agricultural output and 
requires the services of nurses for 
a limited time — perhaps three 
years — and for this reason the 
fees on work permits for such 
categories were not increased.

Trade and cities 

Whereas the early agricultural 
societies of west Arabia were 
basically oon-urban, the rise of 
the bedouin coincided with the 
rise of Arabian cities. The typical 
Arabian dty or town is an oasis- 
based trade centre. The interact 
tion of the bedouin tribe and the 
oasis dty has shaped the politics 
and the culture of Arabia . since 
the middle of the Gist millennium 
BC. 

Arabia’s importance for inter- 
national trade can be traced back 
to the end of the eighth century 
BC, when the Assyrians tried to 
gain control of the famous In- 
cense Route from the south 
through Arabia to the Mediterra- 
nean. From the end of the eighth 
century BC. incense was a much 
sought after luxury item. Small 
quantities generated large profits 
and the incense traders became 
rich. 

Arabian trade was only made 
possible by the interaction of 
tribes and dries. The dries 
needed the tribes and their 
camels to span the long distances; 
the tribes^ in turn, needed the 
dries in order to turn their trans- 
portation potential — the camel 
— into profit, and to provide 
themselves with agricultural and 
other products. It is not by 
.chance that international trade 
and the emergence of Arabian 
cities in the north coincided with 
the development of the south 
Arabian agricultural tribal states 
of Saba, Main, and others into 
small kingdoms. 

We still do not know a great 
deal about those early Arabian 
dries or towns. Their main fea- 
tures. however, must have been 
similar to those of the towns of 
Hejaz and Yemen in the early 
nineteenth century. All have one 


common element: They consisted 
of several dusters of buildings 
separated by intervening open 
spaces. Ibis unusual layout re- 
flected the strong tribal organisa- 
tion of the dty dwellers and the 
sedentary population of the Ara- 
bian Peninsula as a whole. It 
provided the necessary space for 
the caravans coming to or gather- 
ing in them. This basic concept of 
an “Arab” settlement appears to 
have been later carried to the 
Islamic west where it became a 
constituent element of the 
medieval dries of the Maghrib. 
Trade, with its concomitant urba- 
nisation, led to the development 
of a standardised Arabic lan- 
guage. As trade connected the 
different parts of the Arabian 
Peninsula, a common means of 
communication developed and 
this in torn led to standardisation

of values which created the 
ground on which al JahiHyya 
poetry could grow. 

The impact of Hellenism 

With Hellenism (third century 
BC to third century AD), the 
people of the Middle Eak en- 
countered 2 new way of life, a 
new understanding of man and 
new styles of expression. Hellen- 
ism was not merely a form of 
cultural import. In this interac- 
tion between the East and the 


West, both parties gave and re- 
ceived. The basic concepts of 
Hellenism were not foreign to 
Arabia. A form of aristocratic 
democracy existed both in the 
Hellenistic community and in the 
Arab tribe, and both cultures 
developed a deep appreciation of 
the individual and his rights. 

To some extent, the similarities 
found between the Hellenistic 
and Arabic civilisations may well 
reflect independent, parallel de- 
velopments. But there were also 
definitive Hellenistic impacts on 
Arabic civilisation, as can be seen 
in contemporary Arab 
architecture and sculpture. This is 
best exemplified by foe Naba- 
teans and the Palmyreans, and by 
the*as-yet insufficiently explored 
Hellenistic or Hellenisticised 
cities of central Arabia and on foe 
Gulf coast. 

The Nabateans were influ- 
enced by several surrounding cul- 
tures — Greek, Egyptian, 
Phoenician and Parthian. Naba- 
tean architecture and sculpture 
exemplifies that of a society with- 
out previous artistic traditions — 
that is, a bedouin society. This 
does not mean, of course, that all 
Arabs were bedouin in antiquity, 
but simply that Nabateans were 
bedouin when they gained pos- 
session of their state. 

Palmyrean art, on foe other 
hand, does not have the combin- 
ing originality of Nabatean art 
Here the Hellenistic impact is 
much more direct. In Palmyra, 
one looks in vain for such ait 
forms as foe Nabatean cult stones 
(a typical Arabic cult item) found 
in Hellenistic frames and the 
facades of Petra and other Naba- 
tean sites. Palmyra and Petra 
probably best represent the two 
extremes of Hellenistic or Hellen- 
ist! cised Arab dries. 

The self-expression of the Safa- 
ites may also have been stimu- 
lated by Hellenism. Being be- 
douin surrounded by literature 
.cultures — Arameans and 
Phoenicians to the north and 
west, Minaeans and Hhnyarites 
to the south — they also express- 
ed themselves in inscriptions. The 
transition from ancient North 
Arabian rock inscriptions to al 


Jahiliyya poetry, then, can be 
viewed as a process of emancipa- 
tion from a medium introduced 
from foe outside to a medium 
inherent in bedouin society itself; 
Singing and Dancing. 

Islam 

Hellenism as a form of living 
was pluralistic: Politically, intel- 
lectually and in terms of religion. 
In this- period, one can observe 
many common features between 
foe Arab society and the rest of 
the Hellenistic world. Small 
groups and communities took 
care of their own affairs, bad 
their own gods and their own 
outlook on life, but among foe 
Arabs this individualism did not 
mean isolation. A standardised 
language and a set of common 
values had developed. 

In the third century AD, the 
world of late Hellenism came to 
an end. In the Roman Empire — 
foe western Hellenistic world — a 
process of centralisation started 
with foe introduction of an orga- 
nised state religion, Christianity. 
The same process took place in 
foe east where the Parthians — 
representatives of eastern Hellen- 
ism — were overthrown by a new 
dynasty, the Sassanians. Parthian 
pluralism was soon replaced by 
Sassanian centralism. The “feder- 
al” Parthian state gave way to the 
highly centralised Sassanian state 
and Parthian pluralism and toler- 
ance in religion was succeeded by 
a centralised, Zoroastrian state 
religion. 

The Arabs could not be una- 
ware of these changes. Systems of 
rule, rulers and religions changed 
in Greater Syria and in Iran. The 
powerful new rulers soon display- 
ed their military strength on foe 
fringes Of foe Arabian Peninsula. 
The status of Palmyra and Petra 
diminished sharply and 
tremendous population move- 
ments shook the peninsula. En- 
tire groups, such as the Safaites, 
“disappeared”. Byzantine and 
Sassanian imperialism overran 
the Arabs in the middle of the 
fourth century AD, as can be 
seen in the campaigns of Shapur 
II into the Arabian Peninsula. 
The Arabs had to react to these 
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changes. Once again, centralism 
had to replace pluralism. 

It was in foe fourth century AD 
that Imru’nlqays called himself 
“King of all Arabs” and an ally of 
the Romans and the Persians. 
Imm’ulqays, however, did not 
succeed in creating a unified 
Arab state, but the concept of 
such a state must have been in his 
mind. No bedouin long was to 
build a unified Arab state. It was 
foe town dwellers, the merchants 
of foe trading centres of Arabia, 
who developed trade systems 
which gave their respective towns 
prominence. Among them, the 
merchants of Mecca became foe 
most successful. By foe end of foe 
sixth century AD, their trade 
network, then - market and their 
sanctuary — the Kaaba — domin- 
ated everything else on foe Ara- 


bian Peninsula. Mecca bad be- 
come foe commercial, religious 
and, to some extent, the power 
centre of the peninsula. Only a 
unifying element was lacking. 
With the -revelation of Islam to 
foe Prophet Mohammad, the 
long process of Arab unification 
was completed and a new era was 
about to begin. 

The milestones along this way 
were foe creation of a standar- 
dised Arabic language and foe 
establishment of a set of common 
values, both culminating in foe al 
Jahiliyya poetry. The revelation 
of the Holy Koran resulted in 
Arab unification. The heritage of 
the Arabs blended with foe herit- 
age of Hellenism and created a 
new phase in the civilisation of 
mankind: The world of Islam. '

which includes a children's gar- 
den and an aquarium.

Amendments of procedural 
matters In election law 
to be finalised this month

AMMAN — While amendments regarding the 
electoral constituencies and seats in the general 
parliamentary elections law have not been finalised 
yet, amendments of procedural matters are expected 
to be covered before the end of this month, 
according to Interior Minister Rajai Dajani. 


The general elections law was 
issued in 1986,. but developments 
which followed Jordan’s decision 
to sever legal and administrative 
links with the West Bank, espe- 
cially tbe dissolution of parlia-' 
ment, necessitated a revision of 
the law, especially in view of the 
fact that it consisted of an equal 
number of East and West Bank 
deputies, totalling 142. 

"The committee (at the minis- 
try) which has already met sever- 
al times (to the amend- 

ments), has covered most of the 
material related to amendments, 
especially procedural material," 


Dajani said in an interview with 
Al Ra’i and the Jordan Times. 
“What remains is the part which 
is not up to us to decide, it is the 
slate's derision." 

Regarding the electoral consti- 
tuencies and seats. Dajani said 
several distinctly outlined choices 
and alternatives have been put 
forth. “After the proposed 
amendments are studied, which 
should occur during this month, 
we will present the proposals to 
be looked at by the government." 
he added. 

Dajani explained that the 
Prime Ministry will look at the 


proposals as an amendment pro- 
ject which is to be examined by 
officials at a higher level within 
the context of higher policy mak- 
ing so that a decision may be 
reached on the issue 

"It is important to he extreme- 
ly careful at this stage. We will 
have to take our time in order to 
come up with a decent law. Why 
shold we hurry?" Dajani com- 
mented. He said what remains to 
be covered is the last third and 
“most difficulty part" of the 
amendment process. 

He explained that a committee, 
made up of representatives of 
governorate* from ail over the 
Kingdom, ns well as university 
professors, meets every Thursday 
to discuss the issue. 

Dajani had earlier (old Al Ra’i 
that as electoral constituencies, 
the Palestinian refugee camps in 
Jordan would be reconsidered, 
and that the registered voters’ 
names would be integrated in 
other constituencies. 


Salah: Jordan strives to create 
new world humanitarian order 


NEW YORK (Petra) — Jordan is 
striving to create a new interna- 
tional humanitarian order prop- 
osed by His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan to help find- 
solutions to problems plaguing 
mankind, Jordan's U.N. Ambas- 
sador Abdullah Salah said here 
Wednesday. 

Addressing a special U.N. 


committee which is reviewing the 
proposal. Salah said Jordan is

readjustment 


JUDGING by the remarks and explanation of the ministers 
of trade and industry and supply in the wake of the 
measures introduced by the government Saturday to curb 
the outflow of foreign currencies from Jordan and increase 
state reserves, it has become obvious that Jordan is not 
about to change its true colour as a country promoting and 
championing free enterprise and the least amount of 
intervention by the government. 

In essence the corrective measures were taken to deal with 
an exceptional fiscal and economic period, and are likely to 
be reversed as soon as the remedial measures have taken 
their course and the conditions in the country have returned 
to normal. 

There have been string of dire circumstances that befell 
the country which in their cumulative effect forced the 
government to resort to emergency steps. The reasons for 
the unusual fiscal and economic conditions in Jordan are 
numerous, a major one of which is the deliberate Israeli 
polity to halt the inflow of Jordanian dinars to the West 
Bank and Gaza through Amman . 

To put it bluntly, Israeli traces can be found in some of 
the mqjor processes that aimed to d estabilise the economy of 
Jordan. Certainly, there are other dimensions to our fiscal 
and economic conditions, some of which are domestic and 
others external. On the local scene, the measures taken are a 
grim reminder that we as people and consumers in Jordan 
needed to readjust to the new phase in Jordanian economic 
development. 

Gone are the days of extravaganza that we became used to 
for much too long, and in are the days when we need to 
tighten our belts a bit to cope with the end of the so-called 
adolescent stage of our economic development. 

We also hope for a change of heart by Arab countries 
which had promised aid to Jordan, but did not fulfil all their 
promises. 

The $200 million which we are striving to save to pot our 
fiscal situation on the right track again could be had if the 
emergency steps taken recently are faithfully observed by all 
of us, whether in the private or public sectors. 

When Arab aid resumes, and our consumption patterns 
change, we should regain our posture of normalcy, and 
hopefully we can then gradually relax the strong measures 
taken last week.

A1 Ra'i Arabic daily Wednesday commented oo His Majesty King 
Hussein's tour in the Gulf region and said that it coincided with 
the first anniversary of the Amman summit meeting when the 
Arab leaders achieved agreement and consensus on joint action. 
The visit at this time displays Jordan's keenness on maintaining 
the momentum of that summit and consultations among Arab 
leaders to confront the common challenges. Apart from the 
situation in the Gulf the King's discussions cover the situation in 
Lebanon in view of a call for a new summit on this crisis, the 
situation in the occupied Arab territories where the uprising is 
now entering its second year and Jordan's relations with Arab 
Gulf states, the paper noted. The King is keen on maintaining a 
good and strong relationship with each of the Arab states ana a 
high level of consultations about various issues of concern to the 
Arab masses, the paper added. It voiced confidence that the new 
round of talks with Arab Gulf leaders wall contribute towards 
bolstering joint Arab action at all levels and will pave the way for 
the Arabs to achieve the aspired peace in their region. 


A1 Dustour newspaper also commented on the King’s tour and 
said that the meetings assume great significance being taking 
place under the present circumstances. The King is keen on 
maintaining consultations with the heads of the Arab Gulf states 
on various political matters and developments which are of 
concern to all Arabs, the paper noted. It said there is no doubt 
that the talks will cover the on-going Iran-Iraq negotiations in 
Geneva, the situation in Lebanon and the uprising in the occupied 
Arab territories. These as well as other issues are of concern to 
Jordan and Arab states and should be dealt with through a great 
measure of wisdom and close cooperation, the paper added.

Buy local products 




A columnist in AJ Dustour daily comments Wednesday on the 
situation that followed the rise in the price of imported drugs by 
30 per cent and says such development places serious responsibil- 
ity on Jordanian physicians and specialists. Jordanian doctors 
ought from now on to issue prescriptions for the purchase of 
locally produced drugs rather than imported medicine, Ahmad A1 
Hishan advises. Jordanian products are of high quality and can 
replace imported products in our pharmacies, says the writer. We 
are proud of our products and Jordanian doctors ought to help us 
use them instead of the rather expensive drags imported from 
abroad, the writer adds. He says that the local pharmaceutical 
firms also have a serious responsibility of doubling their efforts to 
produce even better quality medicines to encourage citizens to 
give them preference over foreign brands. The government's 
measures of raising the price of imported drags, he concludes, are 
bound to help boost local production and save a great deal of 
badly needed hard currency.

Searching for common valued 


CERTAIN ethical imperatives 
follow from the fact that we* 
cannot control and predict the 
consequences of our actions in a 
complex environment They in- 
clude: 

* The responsibility to examine 
and attempt to understand the 
full range of consequences of an 
action and avoid one-dimensional 
thinking. 

* To make every effort to 
minimis e harm and to compen- 
sate the sufferers when barm is 
unavoidably generated in pursuit 
of a competing good. 

* To exercise discernment in 
the face of unintended consequ- 
ences or harm. Justifiable actions 
may hurt some people. However 
it is important to acknowledge 
any ill effects for what they are 
rather than insisting that they are 
acceptable because they cannot 
be avoided. 

Inaction can be as decisive as 
'action, and just as damaging. On 
tbe other hand, the need to act 
without full knowledge or total 
certainty is a major dilemma for 
those who hold power. The fret is 
that no single person or institu- 
tion has the capacity to marshall 
all the frets, understand all the 
alternatives, or predict all the 
reactions to and interpretations 
of an action. This underscores the 
crucial importance of continual 
discourse on ethical issues. Expo- 
sure to different ways of looking 
at a problem may, therefore, 
increase understanding and in so 
doing enlarge areas of agree- 
ment. This is a necessary first step 
for an expanded consensus on 
humanitarian issues. 

Such a consensus must neces- 
sarily take into account the in- 
creasingly prominence of new 
actors, particularly in recent de- 
cades, both within and outside 
the governmental structures of 
new states or states that have 
radically chanted their political 
system. However, these new 
actors have emerged from nations, 
cultures and ideologies that did 
not participate in formulating the 
international consensus on huma- 
nitarian norm, and have not had 
the' opportunity to give their 
views on it. It is not surprising 
that they feel little obligation to 
abide by it. 

Many of the new states do not 
have adequate experience of 


national politics, much less of 
international politics. Moreover, 
many states that accept interna- 
tional standards in external con- 
flicts still refuse to apply huma- 
nitarian norms to the internal 
ones when dealing with opposi- 
tion groups. These groups thus 
lack the incentive of mutual res- 
traint to apply the norms them- 
selves. 

One additional explanatory 
factor in the fragility of the huma- 
nitarian consensus may be that 
the consensus itself has not drawn 
sufficiently upon non-Western 
cultural, legal and religious tradi- 
tions. The historical reasons for 
this are clear. The norms of 
humanitarian conduct, therefore, 
might become more universally 
acceptable if they draw on more 
universal, rather than strictly 
Western sources of inspiration. 
The holy texts of various religions 
and the legal systems, philo- 
sophies, and customary practices 
of other cultures, including oral 
traditions, abound in moral in- 
junctions that imply an ethic of 
human solidarity. 

The international community 
can condemn violations of huma- 
nitarian standards but it can hard- ‘ 
ly claim to be surprised when 
desperate people react violently, 
and in so doing disregard baric 
humanitarian principles. The first 
reaction of the perpetrators to 
pleas for restraint is likely to be: 
“Where was the outrage of the 
international community, whose 
norms we are now being asked to 
respect, during the crises that 
imprisoned us in poverty, ignor- 
ance and oppression, that killed 
our children through malnutrition 
and disease, that despoiled our 
lands?” The keen sense of 
structural violence on the part of 
its victims, and their determina- 
tion to resist it, is the link that 
joins long-term issues of poverty 
and injustice to the breakdown of 
humanitarian norms in wars or 
violent internal struggles. The 
contenders in such struggles are 
not likely to observe the norms 
set by the international commun- _ 
Ity until they are acknowledged to 
be a part of it themselves. 

Dual standards, or multiple 
standards tailored to specific cir- 
cumstances or to the {perceptions 
and ideologies of separate 
societies are a luxury that can no 


longer be afforded. International 
standards must be such as to be 
acceptable across a wide spec- 
trum of cultures and ideologies. 
They must be based on tbe notion 
of the human species as a single, 
indivisible but pluralistic unit. 

The tenuousness of human 
judgment is an inescapable fret of 
life. However, to reduce the mar- 
gin for error, we must strive to 
keen the channels of communica- 
tion with others open. The 
broadest possible discourse can at 
tbe very least uncover differences 
of conviction and their sources. 
Exposure to different ways of 
looking at a problem may in- 
crease understanding and in so 
doing enlarge areas of agree- 
ment. Sometimes, received opin- 
ion may be false, or it may be 
necessary to clear up 
apprehensions about erroneous, 
opinion. But the commoner case 
than either of these, is when 
conflicting opinions, instead of 
being one true and the bther 
false, share the truth between 
them, and an exchange takes 
place to supply the remainder of 
the truth. 

Calls for a strong international 


tional pluralism. Living together 
oo this plant with its finite re- 
sources, where we all have tbe 
aWttty to hurt if not destroy each 
other, requires an enlargement of 
our vision and sense of neigh- 
bourhood. 

Neighbours are bound together 
in mutual reliance, and in that 
sense all people today surely 
qualify as neighbours. But we 
lack the positive qualities of 
neigh bourliness: an acknowledge- 
ment of mutual obligation, and a 
reasonable level of tolerance. It 
may be that the classic neighbour- 
hood is also a place of intense 
suspicion, jealousy and even hos- 
tility. But its members know that 
they must live together, and that 
the expression of open antagon- 
ism leaves them all poorer and 
less secure. There is also a degree 
of acceptance, within bounds, of 
the fruits of one's neighbours on 
the grounds that they display a 
weakness that we may all have to 
some degree. In the final analy- 
sis, they too belong despite what 
we may not like in them. 

What we need is an explana- 
tion and justification of moral 
obligations which are predicated

General rules and 
human conduct, have 
specific historical settings, and 
within those settings they have 
acquired strong presumptive au- 
thority. Butin a situation. of rapid 
social, cultural and technological 
change, tbe old principles may 
lose their acceptability as ethical 
guidelines. Still, It is possible .to 
define the outer limits of ethical 
behaviour that would be accept- 
able very widely in the modem 
world. What is more difficult to 
define is ethical decision-making 
within those limits, in the com- 
plex, ambiguous, uncertain and 
fast -changing circumstances in 
which humanitarian issues un- 
fold.

The conceptual framework 
within which our Commission 
functioned was based essentially 
on an ethical core which can help 
build a wider consensus.

consensus are often dismissed as 
unattainable, for they raise fears 
of forced imposition of a uniform 
system of values on highly plur- 
alistic world. Such uniformity 
is neither necessary nor de- 
sirable, for an international con- 
sensus can and should be a mini- 
mum one. It requires identifying 
a few irreducible values — but 
these may have a different con- 
figuration among themselves and 
in relation to other values, de- 
pending on their cultural setting. 
What is important is not the 
configuration, but rather than 
within each culturally specific set- 
ting the irreducible values are to 
be found. Each nation has a stake 
in helping to identify the core of 
the humanitarian ethic, and in 
tolerating many different express- 
ions of it. 

For centuries, tbe great reli- 
gious texts have taught Jhe essen- 
ti&I oneness of the human race. 
That transcendent .perception of 
common humanity seems to have 
waned, though it may yet be 
reawakened It is strongly but- 
tressed by the facts of mutual 
reliance as well as the logic moral 
philosophy and it is fully consis- 
tent with the reality of intema- 


upon ensuring mutual welfare. It 
is natural to talk about helping 
those with whom we are in im- 
mediate contact, but here we are 
tanring about those Ear away as 
welL The duty to help those in 
need, at least within die family 
circle and the immediate com- 
munity if not the nation and the 
world, is widely if not universally 
acknowledged in some form. 
Psychologically, most human- 
beings are made uncomfortable 
by the suffering of others. But 
why should one be concerned 
with persons one does not even 
know? 

In part the answer lies in the 
combined notions of solidarity 
and reciprocity. The main 
motivation in the present times 
comes from the increasing 
realisation that adversity any- 
where is a threat to prosperity 


everywhere. Solidarity and recip- 


rocity thus take the form of en- 
lightened self-interest. This is 
based on the realisation that ine- 
qualities which are incompatible 
with human dignity are political- 
ly, socially and economically des- 
tabilising. The willingness to 
ignore humanitarian needs is like- 
ly to encourage the same attitude 


It must be recognised that the 
problem is not of morality versus 
politics but rather of tbe kind of 
politics which allow moral res- 
traints to emerge and to "be 
observed. Such political activity 
begins with a sober consideration 
of the underlying self-interest 
that will persuade states and 
other actors to accept toe pre- 
cepts of common humanity. 

The w illingness to blunt VOllllt- 
tarily the sharper edges of nation- 
al sovereignty can be seen in all 
successful efforts to bring about 
greater international coopera- 
tion. It is essential to toe task of 
preserving and extending huma- 
nitarian values. Restraint in tbe 
exercise of sovereignty does not 
require an undermining or super- 
seding of toe state. It does, 
however. Imply the need to agree 
upon effective and mutually 
agreed methods for holding states 
accountable for their actions, or 
for their inaction, in toe face of 
another’s dereliction of huma- 
nitarian obligations. 

We recognise that disregard for 
humanitarian values is not found 
only in situations of overt con- 
flict It is also manifest in the 
willingness of toe international 
community to stand by while hun- 
dreds of millions of people rink 
into the depths of absolute de- 
privation. This amounts to 
acceptance of a doctrine of dis- 
pensability applicable to tbe poorest 
and most helpless members of 
society. While the first line of 
responsibility for them rests with 
their own communities and 
states, these are often helpless to 
remedy a harmful situation. 
Often, they lack the resources or 
the skills , to . combat deprivation, 
or are in toe grip of larger forces 
in toe national or the world eco- 
nomy over which they have no 
control. 

A broader consensus on huma- 
nitarian issues requires, in our 
view, a search for toe highest 
common values that are widely 
shared despite all the negative. 


’ * Respect for life; 

* A responsibility towards fu- 
ture generations; 

* Protection of the human 
habitat; 

* Altruism nurtured by a sense 
of mutual interest and a recogni- 
tion of human dignity and worth. 


We have borne in mind these 
values when examining toe speci- 
fic h umani tarian issues which 
form the bulk of this Report. 
Recognising the value of a 
pragmatic and realistic approach, 
we endeavoured at tbe same tune 
to remain fully conscious of toe 
over-arching global issues which 
condition toe humanitarian prob- 
lems as well as the new forces 
which are bound to affect, for 
better or for worse, toe future 
shape of things. These are treated 
briefly in the first part of our 
Report. 


Our purpose was no more than 
to be catalytic, however modest- 
ly. in encouraging public debate 
on the need for people to be more 
humane in facing contemporary 
challenges. We are fully aware 
that the idea of human solidarity 
and the ethics which must cement 
it imply an almost Coperaican 
chang e of perspective, from a 
fractured to a holistic view of 
human welfare which is centred 
on toe commonality of h uman 
interests. Tbe task of building a 
consensus around an ethic of hu- 
man solidarity is a long-term 
proposition. The key is to engage 
individuals in collective action 
at all levels: to bring the needy 
to see themselves as individuals 
pose is self-sufficiency; and to 
bring to those in a position to 
help, toe unders tanding that true 
self-realisation involves tbe alle- 
viation of other's suffering. -Prog T 
ress in removing the causes of 
human suffering is a- step-by-step 
proposition which calls for tena- 
cious efforts on a long-term basis. 
This should not be a source of 
discouragement, but rather 
accepted as a challenge that the 
eternal human spirit needs to 
achieve its own fulfilment. 


Israeli security primary concern for U.S. Jewish voters 


WASHINGTON — ‘Hie para- 
mount concern of Jewish- Aimer- 
icans in the 1988 presidential 
election is Israel's security and 
American policy toward Isr- 
ael, according to Gary Rubin, 
national programme director of 
the American Jewish Committee 
(AJQ. 

“A candidate, to get support 
from toe Jewish community, will 
have to have a position in support 
of Israel's security,” Rubin told 
reporters at tbe Foreign Press 
Centre last week. “Once that 
threshold is passed, then other 
issues come very much into play 
and matter very much to Amer- 
ican Jews.” 

As a matter of fact, Rubin 
pointed out that “there are sever- 
al issues on which the Arab- 
American organisations and the 


Jewish- American organisations 
have veiy similar positions, in- 
deed, almost identical positions.” 
These include trying to rid Amer- 
ican law of ideological exclusions 
for people coming into toe Un- 
ited States. “In other words, the 
State Department should not bar 
people from coming in to address 
groups because they have a con- 
trary ideology. All they are doing 
is speaking.” 

He said that Arab- American 
and Jewish- American organisa- 
tions also “have a similar position 
on unmigration, a similar position 
on civil rights and a similar posi- 
tion on hate crimes.” He did 
admit there are sharp differences 
on American policy in the Middle 
East. ‘To tbe degree to which 
those differences are above- 
board. to the degree to which 


both communities are trying to 
seek their goals within tbe legiti- 
mate political arena, as both do 
— I think we ought to understand 
that we have different positions, 
we pursue them differently, and 
that is fine. 


“However, to the degree — 
and this has spilled over on both 
sides, and I could dee examples; I 
am sure you could, too — where 
a pro-Israeli position or a pro- 
Arab position results, on toe one 
hand, in anti- Arabian or, on toe 
other hand, in anti-Semitism 
against Jews. Anti-Semitism in 
that sense, I think that that is out 
of bounds.” 

On issues sucb as prayer in toe 
public schools, separation of 
church and state, rights for 
homosexuals and abortion rights, 
Rubin said tbe Jewish community 


is down the line more liberal than 
almost every other community. 

“It would surprise many of us if 
the Jewish community did not go 
Democratic this time, but toe 
question is whether they will go 
Democratic as much as they did 
in years past. 

“That is to say, will these liber- 
al views keep them in that column 
as they have in tbe past? They 
have been as much as 30 per cent 
more Democratic than toe rest of 
the electorate in toe last few 
elections. 

“Or will these anxieties around 
anti-Semitism, around possible 
loss of support for Israel cause 
them to turn in a more conserva- 
tive direction and cut down the 
Democratic plura lity?” 

Rubin said a recent AJC survey 
of Jewisb-American voters 


showed 75 per cent of respon- 
dents said they considered anti- 
Semitism a major issue in the 
United States today, “the highest 
we have seen on surveys in a good 
deal of time.” 


When asked if they were con- 
cerned about the United States 
possibly turning away from 
Israel, 54 per cent of them 
answered yes, Rubin said. 

On toe “threshold” issue of 
Israel's security — “tbe first issue 
Jews look at when they think in 
terms of campaign issues” — 
both Bush and Dukakis meet the 
test, he said. 

“The statements of both candi- 
dates have shown strong biparti- 
san support for Israel. Therefore, 
Jews will make their choice on 
these other issues — not because 
they do not care about Israel, but 


because both candidates are so 
acceptable on Israel that these 
other issues come into play: 
domestic issues, concern with 
anti-Semitism, et cetera. 

“Those will be tbe key decision 
points on bow the Jewish vote 
will go.” 

Rubin also noted that Jews are 
running and being elected to poli- 
tical office in proportions that far 
exceed their number in the 
population. 

“The interesting thing,” he 
said, “is that... these Jews who 
are being elected today are not 
being elected from heavily Jewish 
districts. You have many Jews on 
toe congressional and toe senato- 
rial level who are being elected 
from districts that are one per 
cent Jewish or less.

"do my level best to reach out 
and work closely” with the leg- 
islative branch. 

Bush swept southern states, 
took the key states of California 
and Ohio and won his adopted 
home state of Texas despite the 
presence on the Democratic tick- 
et of Texas Senator Lloyd Bent- 
sen as vice-presidential candi- 
date. 

Bentsen easily won reelection 
to the senate and would likely 
remain chairman of the powerful 
Senate Finance Committee, 
which could make or break 
Bush’s legislative proposals to 
deal with the economy. 

World leaders congratulated 
Bush on his victory, but the dollar 
was off in overseas markets as 
traders worried about the U.S. 
budget and trade imbalances. 

Radio Moscow said Bush was 
expected to continue Reagan’s 
superpowr policies,’ which 
brought the signing of a major 
treaty to eliminate land-based in- 
termediate-range nuclear missiles 
(see page S). 

China's, official Xinhua news 
agency warmly endorsed Bush as 
having "a rich experience in pub- 
iKrserWce unmatched by most -of 
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his predecessors/' 

Egypt welcomed the election of 
Bosh as president and hoped it 
would give new vigour to Amer- 
ican peace efforts in the Middle 
East. 

In Tunis, Arab League Secret- 
ary Genera] Chadii Klibi wel- 
comed the Republican's win and 
said he hoped the new president 
would take an interest in the 
Middle East as soon as he took 
office.

Police seize $165,000 from Khashoggi 

CORFU, Greece (AP) — Greek police last week confiscated 
$165,000 from Saudi Arabian financier Adnan Khashoggi as be 
was leaving this Ionian Sea resort island for Spain, a police

Nigeria frees Egyptair plane 

CAIRO (AP) — An Egyptair jetliner detained by Nigerian 
authorities for two days in connection with a narco tics-smuggling 
investigation has been released and arrived in Cairo early 
Wednesday. Airline officials said the Boeing 767, with 147 
passengers aboard, was refused permission Monday to leave 
Kano, in northern Nigeria, after narcotics allegedly were found 
hidden in the bodies of four Nigerian passengers when the plane 
arrived from Cairo. The Middle East News Agency said that as a 
result of the incident, Egyptair will no longer allow Nigerians to 
board its aircraft at Indian, Pakistani and Thai airports effective 
Wednesday. 

Nathan turns down PNC invitation 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli peace campaigner Abie Nathan said 
Tuesday he was turning down an invitation to the Palestine 
National Council (PNC), due to meet in Algiers November 12, 
because the trip would cost him too much money. "It’s a shame 
not to go but the cost would be exorbitant, some S20-S25.000. We 
just can’t afford it,” said Nathan, a Bombay-born Jew known for 
his flamboyant peace gestures. "Besides. I'm in enough trouble 
here already ,” he added. Nathan caused uproar in Israel in 
September when he met Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat in Tunis and Strasbourg, defying an 
Israeli law against contacts with the organisation. He told Reuters 
he was questioned by police on his return, but said they had have 
taken no action since. 

S. Arabia accepts Filipina maids 

RIYADH (R) — The embassy of the Philippines in Riyadh is 
again accepting requests for maids and domestic servants follow- 
ing the lifting of a 10-month ban. But an embassy spokesman said 
Tuesday the applications were being held until new regulations 
arrived within the next two weeks. The Philippines' government 
lifted its "maid ban” on Saudi Arabia Oct. 31 after several months 
of increasingly strained labour relations. Manila slapped the ban 
on Saudi Arabia and other countries last January after reports of 
abuse and non-payment of wages. 

Begin appears for first time in a year 

TEL AVIV (R) — Former Israeli Prime Minister Menacbem 
Begin, emerging from self-imposed seclusion for the first time in a 
year, visited his wife's grave Tuesday on the sixth anniversary of 
her death. Begin, 75, was supported by his daughters. Leah and 
H asria as he took short, unsteady steps to the grave of his wife 
Aliza on the Mount of Olives, where he was greeted by 
well-wishers including Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir. Begin 
resigned in August 1983 because of depression over his wife's 
death and rising casualties during Israel's invasion of Lebanon. 
Since then he has imposed a rule of public silence, only rarely 
granting a radio interview. 


Hoss 9 defence minister fires Aoikm 


BEIRUT (R) — Leba- 
non’s defence chief 
Wednesday sacked the 
army’s commander, 
General Michel Aoim, 
who heads one of the two 
competing cabinets in the 
country. 

Defence Minister Adel 
Osseiran made the announce- 
ment, which political sources said 
would formally split the army and 
move Lebanon closer to parti- 
tion. 

“The post of army commander 
is considered temporarily vacant. 
Brigadier Sami Al Khatib is 
assigned to carry out the duties of 
the army commander as long as 
the post is vacant," Osseiran told 
a news conference in west Beirut. 

Osseiran is defence minister in 
the cabinet headed by acting 
Prime Minister Salim Al Hoss. 

Aoun heads a rival military 
administration appointed by 
President Amin Gemayel mi- 
nutes before his presidential term 
expired in September without a 
successor being named. 

The Hoss cabinet had warned 
Aoun against the involvement in 
politics and told him to stick to 
his duties as army commander. 

Osseiran said a 1983 govern- 
ment decree banned army per- 
sonnel from taking up ministerial 
posts. 

“This decree says an army man 
should not have both a military 
and ministerial post. His post in 
this case will remain vacant until 
he ends his duties in any 
cabinet he said. 

Khatib commanded a mainly- 
Syrian Arab Deterrence Force 


(ADF) in Lebanon in 1976 to try 
to end the civil war. 

All Arab members of the force 
except Syria subsequently with- 
drew’. Damascus still maintains 
some 25,000 troops in Lebanon. 

Osseiran said he hoped the 
firing of Aoun "will not have nega- 
tive effects on the general situa- 
tion.” 

Khatib, wearing a green uni- 
form as he sat next to Osseiran, 
told reporters: “I will carry out 
my duties in any way that will 
serve the unity of the country and 
the army.” 


There was no immediate reac- 
tion from Aoun, 53, who was 
appointed Lebanon's youngest 
ever army commander in June 
1984. 

The 30,000-strong army has 
five mostly Muslim brigades of 
about 15.000 men based in north- 
ern, eastern and southern Leba- 
non and in west Beirut. 

On the other side, Aoun has 
authority over five predorainaot- 
ly-Christian brigades in east 
Beirut. 

A senior military source said 
the step "will lead to the partition 


of the army.” 

A spokesman for the Lebanese 
Forces militia said: 'This step... 
was taken under pressure. It ex- 
presses neither the will of 
Osseiran and Hoss nor of those 
they represent in west Beirut." 

Those who had made the deci- 
sion had no legal standing, he 
added. 

Khatib announced his accept- 
ance of the new post, saying “I 
shall exercise this job in a way 
that nil! serve the unity of the 
army and the country'.'' 


Iraq: Exchange of wounded 
PoWs will start next week 

GENEVA (R) — Iran and Iraq could start 
swapping next week some wounded prisoners of 
war (PoWs), Iraqi Foreign Minister Tareq Aziz 
said Wednesday. 

He told reporters after meeting U.N. mediator 
Jan Eliasson that the International Committee of 
the Red Cross (ICRC) was making preparations 
for the exchange. 

“The Red Cross is preparing for next week, with 
Nov. 20 as the starting date.” Aziz said. 

Iraq announced Tuesday it was willing to consid- 
er an immediate swap of wounded and disabled 
prisoners after initially insisting on a total ex- 
change of about 100,000 soldiers captured by both 
sides. 

Iran, which last week accepted an ICRC request 
for a swap of the sick and wounded, has linked a 
total exchange to a withdrawal of Iraqi troops from 


its soil. 

Aziz's surprise announcement was viewed by 
U.N. diplomats as the first palpable sign of 
progress in the protracted Gulf peace talks in 
Geneva. 

The talks, which began Aug. 25. tunc stalled on 
key political and military issues despite L : .N. 
efforts to negotiate a comprehensive peace agree- 
ment after the end of hostilities on Aug. 20. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Ali Akhur Yclayati 
said Tuesday the ICRC-supervised repatriation ot 
the sick and wounded could be completed soon. 

Their number was estimated at last count two 
years ago at around 1,500. 

The Red Cross said a doctor from the organisa- 
tion must verify That each prisoner i> able to travel 
and another ICTRC delegate must interview each to 
make sure he wants to return home. 


Iranians move church away from river 


NICOSIA (R) — An old church threatened by a 
dam under construction in northwest Iran is being 
moved piece by piece to a safe place, the Iranian 
news agency IRNA reported Tuesday. IRNA said 
Zur-Zur church was being rebuilt in its original 


shape 600 metres from where it stood, using the 
masonry with which it was erected in the 1 3th or 
14th century. Relocation of the church near Maku 
on the Turkish border started Iasi year and would 
be finished soon, it added. 


Fahd reaffirms desire for better Iranian ties 


KUWAIT (R) — King Fahd has 
reiterated Saudi Arabia's desire 
for better ties with Iran but said 
there bad been no direct contact 
between them. 

"We want good ties with every- 
one. We want Iran (to be) a force 
for peace,” be told Kuwaiti news- 
paper editors in remarks pub- 
lished Wednesday. 

Saudi Arabia backed Iraq in 
the Gulf war and cut diplomatic 
ties with Iran in April. In Septem- 
ber Riyadh beheaded four pro- 
Tehran Saudis for plotting to 
sabotage oil installations. 

Saudi Arabia also accused Iran 
of instigating riots in Mecca in 


July 1987 in which more than 400 
people were killed. 

But since a ceasefire Aug. 20 
this year between Iran and Iraq, 
Saudi Arabia and other Gulf 
Arab states have sought to patch 
up differences with Tehran. 

“From our side we have stop- 
ped the media campaigns against 
Iran but there has not been any 
contact between us until now,” 
the king was quoted as saying. 

His remarks contradicted those 
of Iranian Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Ali Mohammad Besharati 
who told reporters in Kuwait 
Tuesday the two countries had 
been in direct contact and were 


discussing a restoration of ties. 

King Fahd ordered a halt to 
Saudi media criticism of Iran last 
month and Besharati said Tues- 
day Tehran had reciprocated. 

“We do not carry any hatred 
for Iran.” the king said. “We 
believe that Iran is an Islamic 
state, present in the region, but at 
the same time we do not believe 
in intervention in internal 
affairs.”

Tyson is reported running 
with the wrong crowd 


LAS VEGAS (R) — Mike Tyson’s estranged trainer 
says the heavyweight champion is spoiled rotten and 
in danger of becoming just another fat fi g hter. 


In an interview with Reuters, 
Kevin Rooney, Tyson’s trainer 
for the last few years, jumped 
head first into the months-long 
battle raging for Tyson's heart, 
mind and money. 

That fight includes flamboyant 
promoter Don King. 

“You better watch yourself,” 
Rooney warned Tyson. 

“You’re felling into that syn- 
drome, the Don King syndrome 
— fat boys that pass the title 
around so Don King can make 
money,'* he said, referring to 
King's promotion of less than 
terrific heavyweights in the past. 

King, who was with Tyson at 
several fights in Las Vegas this 
week, has launched his own 
assault to win the affections of the 
champion, probably the biggest 
individual money machine In 
sport. 

King is locked into a dispute 
with Tyson ’s manager Bid Gayton 
over a promotional agreement 


Tyson is reported to have signed 
with King. Cayton claims King’s 
attempt to move in on his fighter 
is illegal and has threatened legal 
action against the promoter. 

Their dispute has held up set- 
ting the date of a fight between 
Tyson and Britain’s Frank Bruno. 
The bout had been tentatively 
scheduled for mid-January but 
Rooney said he thought it would 
take place in February. 

Rooney said Tyson belongs 
back in the gym and if he does not 
get back to training shortly he 
could find himself in trouble 
against Bruno. 

Rooney's warning that Tyson 
could find Bruno troublesome is 
probably more of a scare tactic 
than an accurate prediction. 

“I don’t hear my phone ring- 
ing. I don't hear any calls from 
you saying let's get busy. I’m 
telling you now as your trainer 
that it’s time. I'm telling you, not 
asking you. Otherwise your 


career is going to skyrocket 
down. 

“I see that you're 13.6-18 kilog- 
rammes overweight," said 
Rooney, who guessed Tyson 
weighed about 113 kilogrammes. 
“I have been telling you for two 
years now if you keep fooling 
around with letting your weight 
get like that it ain’t coming off 
easy." 

Rooney said he was upset by 
Tyson’s closeness to King, whom 
Rooney accuses of using fighters 
just to make money. 

“It hurts me to see Mike say, 
‘Don King is my friend*. Don 
King ain’t his friend. Don King 
doesn’t give two cents about 
him," Rooney said. 

Rooney’s eruption at King'fol- 
lowed a question about whether 
King was trying ro have Tyson 
fire Rooney. 

Rooney said King, who is 
black, uses racial identity to lure 
black fighters to sign with him. 

“It’s all about money. Don 
King bas a known reputation that 
he uses black and white to get to 
the black fighters. But all he cares 
about is green,” Rooney said. 


Rooney is the latest player to 
assert himself in the Soap opera 
that has become Tyson’s life. . 

The script includes marriage to 
a beautiful actress and a lawsuit 
prompted by his mother-in-law to 
get rid of Cayton. 

There also is a million-dollar 
home, fights with his wife, 
accusations on national television 
that he physically abused her, a 
suit for divorce, an early-morning 
street brawl in which the cham- 
pion broke bis hand ad a car crash 
that landed him in hospital. 

“Tyson got these problems be- 
cause of them. They all want a 
piece of the heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world and Mike Tyson 
is too young and ignorant to see 
that. Because he don’t want to 
see it,” Rooney said. 

An emotional Rooney, who 
said the 22-year-old Tyson turned 
down his invitation to lunch last 
week, sometimes directly addres- 
sed the fighter. 

“Mike doesn't know what he 
wants. He's been spoiled rotten 
his whole life. He's always had 
things done for him. Now Don 
King is doing things for him.”

GDANSK (R) — Young Solidarity militants 
Wednesday called off strikes at two Gdansk ship- 
yards after failing to win support from other 
shipyard workers.

They were staged by workers 
demanding re-legalisation of Soli- 
darity and revocation of a Polish 
government decision to shut the 
Lenin shipyard where the banned 
union was born. 

“Nobody has joined us. We 
have to finish,” an 18-year-old 
striker said, taking down red-and- 
white Polish flags emblazoned 
with the word solidarity from the 
gate of the repair yard and rolling 
them up. 


“We counted on others joining 
us but no one did," he added. 

He said only about 100 strikers 
stayed overnight in the yard 
which employs 5,800 men. About 
500 began the sit-in stoppage at 
mid-day Tuesday. 

About 30 young workers ear- 
lier called off a similar protest at 
the Wisla yard which employs 900 
men. They said they decided to 
leave after management prom- 
ised to reinstate men sacked after 
a strike last August. 

The collapse of the protests 
ended a brief revolt by Solidarity 
radicals against union leader 


Lech Walesa, which erupted 
Tuesday when he backed off from 
a threat to call nationwide strikes 
against the Lenin shipyard shut- 
down. 

About 50 police stood near the 
gate of the Wisla yard and police 
vehicles waited outside the repair 
yard as the protests ended but 
police took no action. 

Walesa, who has called the 
Lenin shipyard shutdown an 
attack on Solidarity’s most sym- 
bolic stronghold, refused Tues- 
day to call out the yard’s 11,000 
men, saying the time was not ripe 
for strikes. 

Some observers believed he 
backed off knowing he would get 
little support for a nationwide 
strike call and because the gov- 
ernment of Prime Minister Miec- 
zyslaw Rakowski appeared to be 


itching for a showdown. 

Walesa instead denounced the 
young strikers for defying his 
authority. He threatened to res- 
ign, saying their action was a 
warning that a new generation of 
workers could run out of control. 

The veteran Solidarity leader 
appeared to be telling the govern- 
ment that young workers were 
. increasingly restless and radical- 
ised because • of the refusal to 
make concessions to Solidarity, 
and that be might be unable to 
control them. 

Young militants expressed bit- 
terness when Walesa called off 
Poland’s second strike wave of 
the year last August, after the 
authorities invited Solidarity to 
talks on Poland's future and 
promised to consider re-legalising 
the union. 


Armenians protest at 
Bolshevik celebration 


Rescue efforts continue 
in Chinese earthquake 


MOSCOW (R) — Tens of 
thousands of Soviet Armenians 
staged a national protest over 
what they regard as lost territory 
at Monday's Bolshevik Revolution 
anniversary parade in Yerevan, 
eyewitnesses said Wednesday. 

Foreigners who were in the 
republican capital for the 
anniversary said the protesters 
blocked the city’s central Lenin 
Square for well over three boors 
chanting their demands. 

“It was difficult to believe yon 
were in the Soviet Union,” said 
one Westerner who asked not to 
be identified. “There were the 
Armenian leaders on the podium 
and all these people chanting at 
them.” 

The tourists said the protesters 
marched into the square in col- 
umns in what initially appeared to 
be the traditional civilian march- 
past following a parade of tanks 
and other military equipment. 

But they were carry i ng banners 
demanding the transfer of the 
disputed territory of Nagorno- 
Karabakh to Armenia and for a 
full political statement on the mas- 


sacre of Armenians in the Azer- 
baijani city of Sumgait in 
February. 

Unrest otw A rmenian (iwnaiw h 

for its transfer to rule front Yere- 
van has caused serious tension 
between the two Soviet republics 
since early this year, when vast 
demonstrations were first staged 
in the Armenian capital. 

The tension led to anti- Arme- 
nian violence in Sumgait at the 
end of February in which at least 
32 people died. The witnesses said 
demonstrators carried photo- 
graphs of the victims. 

“First one column cajne into 
the square, then they stopped and 
moved back to let more columns 
come in. The square quickly filled 
and aO the leaders and the police 
could do was look on,” one of the 
foreigners there said. 

Armenian Communist Party 
leader Suren Arutunyan, who has 
expressed sympathy for the Kara- 
bakh claims, appealed at one 
point from the podium for die 
crowds to disperse but they re- 
fused and many sat down, the 
foreigner added. 


PEKING (AP) — Military and 
government rescue teams 
Wednesday continued to airlift 
tents and medical supplies to a 
remote area of southwest China 
battered by the nations most des- 
tructive earthquake of the de- 
cade, officials said. 

The government has said more 
titan 930 people in a lightly popu- 
lated mountainous area near the 
Burmese border were killed by 
the Sunday night tremor. The 
quake registered 7.6 on the open- 
ended Richter Scale. 

The Y unnan Provincial govern- 
ment said the main road link to 
the stricken area remained cut 
Wednesday. The government 
said the hundreds of injured are 
being treated locally because 
transporting them to the provin- 
cial capital of Kunming, 390 
kilometres to the northeast, is not 


feasible. 

The quake was centred in 
Jjmeang and Mcoglian counties, 
and affected about 14 counties of 
rugged forested terrain covering 
40,000 square kilometres in Yun- 
nan’s southwest corner. 

Provincial offidas said they did 
not know how many people live 
in the affected area, which is 
populated . mainl y by farmers of 
the Lahu, Va and Dai minorities. 

The state-run Radio Peking 
said about 1,000 soldiers were 
deployed as rescue workers, and 
the central government had allo- 
cated 200 million Yuan (SS4 mil- 
lion) for rescue operations. 

United Nations officials said 
they were meeting with Chinese 
counterparts Wednesday to dis- 
cuss the relief efforts, but that so 
far China had not requested fore- 
ign assistance.

TRIVANDRUM, India (R) — 
Indian troops airlifted into the 
Maldives to stop a coup by mer- 
cenaries will stay on until the 
political situation in the Indian 
ocean islands stabilises. Air Mar- 
shall G. Sen said Tuesday. 

He said 500 of the 1,150 troops 
sent by India to assist President 
Maumoon Abdul Gayoom would 
stay. 

Gayoom is due to be inaugu- 
rated for a third term as president 
Friday. 

Fifteen people wounded in the 
, failed coup are being treated in a 
heavily-guarded military hospital 
in this south Indian city. Sen said 
all were in stable condition, 
though shocked and under seda- 
tion. 

Seven were wounded in the 


initial fighting in the Maldivian 
capital Male last Thursday and 
eight were airlifted for treatment 
after Indian ships captured a 
freighter by the mercenaries 
seized for their getaway after the 
coup failed. 

Seven of the eight were hos- 
tages liberated by Indian com- 
mandos from the Passage Light 
Sunday. 

One is a mercenary. “But even- 
he is getting top class treatment,” 
said Sen. 

He said the hostages on the 
ship had suffered a harrowing 
ordeal as the mercenaries had 
shot dead at least four of them 
and threatened to kill more as the 
ship was shadowed by Indian 
frigates as it headed towards Sri 
Lanka. 


WASHINGTON (R) — A U.S. 
Supreme Court justice granted 
deposed Philippine President 
Ferdinand Marcos and his wife 
Imelda a temporary stay Tuesday 
of an order requiring them to 
produce bank records and other 
evidence demanded by a federal 
grand jury. 

Justice Thurgood Marshall 
granted the stay of a lower court 
order requiring the Marcoses to 
give their fingerprints, handwrit- 
ing samples and voice prints and 
turn over foreign bank records 
for a sweeping grand jury inves- 
tigation. 

The lower court order had 
given the couple until Wednesday 
to comply or be held in contempt 
of court and face possible impris- 
onment. 

Marshall referred the matter to 
tiie full Supreme Court for con- 
sideration when the justices next 
meet Thursday. 

Attorneys for the Marcoses 
asked the Supreme Court to 
block the court order on grounds 
that they retain diplomatic im- 
munity and that the grand jury 
lacked authority to issue the lour 
subpoenas. 


The evidence was sought as 
part of a wide-ranging, two-year- 
old investigation by a federal 
grand jury in New York. The 
grand jury last month indicted the 
Marcoses and five others on rack- 
eteering charges. 

. The Marcoses were charged 
with looting the Philippine treas- 
ury of S103 million, with using the 
money to secretly buy several 
Manh attan office buildings and 
with defrauding U.S. banks of 
S165 million. 

Imelda Marcos, 59, pleaded 
not guilty to the charges last week 
in New York. Arraignment for 
her 71-year-old husband has been 
delayed by his claims of poor 
health. 

The couple has lived in Hawaii 
since fleeing the Philippines in 
1986 when they were overthrown 
in a military-backed popular up- 
rising. 

An attorney representing the 
couple has said his clients would 
comply with the court order un- 
less Marshall issued a stay. 

If held in contempt of court, 
the Marcoses could be impris- 
oned for the duration of the 
grand jury’s investigation.

Piper Alpha survivors get money 

ABERDEEN, Scotland (R) — The 42 survivors of the world's 
worst offshore oil disaster are to be given an interim compensation 
payment immediately and with no legal strings attached, the 
owners of the Piper Alpha rig said Tuesday. Mike Park, a lawyer 
for Occidental Petroleum, met lawyers representing the platform 
workers and their families and said afterwards that every survivor 
would receive the same undisclosed payment. The Piper Alpha oil 
platform. 180 kilometres off the Scottish coast, exploded July 6, 
killing 167 men. Forty-two survived. Occidental also agreed to 
drop a clause from its iriginai compensation offer under which 
survivors would have been forced to testify in court if Occidental 
sued contractors who had carried out work on Piper Alpha. 

Greenpeace issues report on waste 

BRUSSELS (R) — Western industrialised states exported more 
than 3,650,000 tonnes of toxic waste to the Third World and 
Eastern Europe in the past two years, the Greenpeace environ- 
mental group said Tuesday. In a 125-page report timed to coincide 
with a U-N.-sponsored Geneva meeting working on an internation- 
al waste disposal treaty, it said this figure was probably just “the tip 
of an iceberg." Greenpeace listed 143 companies it said were 
known to have taken part in such toxic waste exports. Greenpeace 
has attacked the proposed treaty being discussed at the meeting in 
Geneva, which began Monday, saying there should be an outright 
ban on all toxic waste exports from the industrialised world. 

Rushdie wins novel prize 

LONDON (R) — Indian-born author Salman Rushdie won the 
novel section of Britain's biggest literary prize Tuesday with “The 
Satanic Verses" and challenged the Indian government to lift its 
ban on the controversial book. “I hope the prime minister of India 
is listening. I think this award is a way of sending a message and I 
hope somebody over there is willing to receive it,” Rushdie told 
Reuters after receiving the £1,500 ($2,650) Whitbread Award. 
“The Satanic Verses’* has been banned in India, Pakistan and 
South Africa following protests from some Muslims that its 
treatment of Mohammed, the prophet of Islam, is blaspbemous- 
“(The prize) is a way of saying that there is another relationship to 
books that's possible... rather than banning them or burning 
them,” Rushdie said. 


B-1 B bomber crashes 

ABILENE. Texas (R) — A U.S. B-1B strategic bomber crashed 
Tuesday near Dyess air force base in Texas and an eyewitness 
reported seeing flames shooting from its wings. A Defence 
Department statement in Washington gave no de tails or immediate 
casualty reports. It was the second crash of a B-1B, a controversial 
and costly bomber designed to penetrate enemy airspace at 
ground-bugging level with nuclear and conventional bombs and 
missiles. Three crew were killed in a September 1987 crash. “There 
were sparks coming out of the left wing, then the fire began to 
grow,” said Lori Gordon, a local television reporter. She and 
several colleagues were in the station’s car park and videotaped the 
plane’s slow descent and crash. 

Heart-liver surgery successful 

PITTSBURGH (AP) — Eleven-year-old Stormie Jones, the 
‘world’s only survivor of a heart-liver transplant operation, has 
undergone surgery to repair a blockage in a bile duct, hospital 
officials said. Doctors at children's hospital of Pittsburgh said the 
five-hour operation went well Tuesday. Stormie’s liver function 
will continue to be monitored, and she will be watched closely for 
any signs of post-surgical problems, they said. The child in 1984 
became the first person in the world to undergo a simultaneous 
heart-liver transplant The landmark procedure was performed at 
children’s hospital by Dr. Thomas E. StaizI, who performed 
Tuesday's operation. Two other people had the operation but 
neither survived. 

Bishops hit population control 

VATICAN CITY (R) — Roman Catholic bishops Tuesday 
criticised population control programmes in the Third World and 
accused Western countries of harming women's health through 
contraceptive imperialism. A Vatican statement after a two-day 
meeting of more than % bishops from several countries said: 


“They (the bishops) vigorously attacked contraceptive imperialism 
or neo-colonialism which ensures that aid to Third World countries 
is linked to vast contraception and sterilisation programmes, thus 
harming family life, threatening women’s health and violating 
human rights.” The bishops met to mark the 20th anniversary of 
Pope Paul VTs controversial encyclical, humane vitae (on hiuwau 
life), which opposed abortion and artificial contraception. 


Democrats keep majority 
in Congress despite Bush win 



WASHINGTON <R) — George 
Bush’s victory tn Tuesday’s 
presid en tial election was not 
strong enough to help his party 
in Congress where Democrats 
kept their majorities iu both the 
Senate and House. 

With races m a few western 
states stffl in donht, the Demo- 
crats appeared to have in- 
creased their current 54 to 46 
margin fa the Senate by at least 
two. They also maintained an 
80-seat lead in the House of 
Representatives, again with a 
few seals undecided. 

Democrats also took away 
governorships from Republi- 
cans in West Vir ginia him! Tnrii- 
una where Evan Bayh, the son 
of former Senator Bunch Bayh, 
won. Hb Esther had been defe- 
ated in 1989 fry Dan Qoayle, 
who was elected vice-president 
Tuesday. 

The outcome was in sharp 
contrast to Ronald Reagan’s 
1980 victory when he swept 
Republicans into control of the 
Senate and cut the Democratic 


margfo in the House. Tuesday’s 
results indicate Bush wffl face a 
difficult time getting his prog- 
rammes approved by Congress. 

All 435 House seats were at 
stake in the election, along with 
33 seats — 18 now held by 
Democrats and 15 by Demo- 
crats — in the Senate. House 
members are elected for two- 
year terms while Senators serve 
six years. 

Democrat s won four Repub- 
lican Senate seats, including 
Virginia where former Gov- 
ernor Charles Robb, a son-in- 
law of the late President Lyn- 
don Johnson, beat Ettie-known 
candidate Maurice Dawkins to 
succeed retiring Repnbfican 
Paul TriWe. 

In Connecticut, the Senate’s 
most liberal Republican Lowell 
Wekker, lost his seat to Demo- 
crat Joseph Lieberman, the 
state’s attorney general, in an 
upset. Lieberman had often 
appeared to be the political 
right of Wekker, a maverick 
who often voted against 


Reagan’s policies. 

Another Democratic gain 
came in Nebraska where for- 
mer Governor Robert Kerrey 
ousted Republican Senator 
David Karnes. Karnes had 
been appointed in March 1987 
to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Senator Edward 
Zorinsfcy. 

The Republicans picked up a 
seat in Mississippi , where Rep- 
resentative Trent Lott bent 
Democrat Wayne Dowdy to 
succeed retiring 87 -year-old 
Democrat John Steams. 

far Florida, Democrat Baddy 
MacKay had a sfim lead over 
RepubUcan Connie Mack for 
the seat of retiring Democrat 
Lawton Chiles. Mack, follow- 
mg the lead of Bush in the 
presidential race, had targetted 
MacKay as a liberal. 

Democratic Senator John 
Mdcher was trailing Republi- 
can Conrad Burns in Montana 
in another race where a winner 
may not be decided until lata* 
Wednesday. 


Moscow expects talks with 
U.S. to continue under Bush 


MOSCOW (RJ— Moscow Radio 
said Wednesday tbe Soviet Union 
expected the dialogue with the 
United States to continue under 
tbe new administration of George 
Bush. 

But in the first Soviet comment 
on Bush's victory in the U.S. 
presidential elections, tbe radio 
suggested he won partly because 
he managed to portray his Demo- 
cratic opponent Michael Dukakis 
as a weakling in foreign policy. 

“In the course of the election 
campaign, George Bush prom- 
ised to follow President Reagan's 
course both in home and foreign 
policy, including on relations with 
the USSR,” the radio said. 

“Tbe Americans' approval of 
the INF (intermediate nuclear 
missile) treaty concluded with the 
Soviet Union, the positive- results 
achieved in settling regional con- 
flicts, tipped the scales. in Bush's 
favour,” foe radio said in its 
English-language world service’s 
9 a.ni. (0600 GMT) news bul- 
letin. 


“At the same time, in his 
speeches Bush noted that he will 
follow a foreign policy course 
based on strength, to the liking of 
many in tbe United States. 

“On this background, the Re- 
publicans managed to picture 
Dukakis as a weakling and as a 
liberal and predestined the out- 
come of the elections,” it de- 
clared. 

In a phrasing dearly authorised 
at asenior Kremlin policy level, it 
added: 

“The Soviet Union proceeds 
from the understanding that a 
dialogue between the two nations 
will be continued, with, the new 
administration, in the interests of 
nudear disarmament and world 
peace.” 

Despite the relatively confident 
tone of the radio commentary, 
there was dear concern in Mos- 
cow that Bosh's proclaimed hard- 
line policies on arms and some 
regional conflicts could cause 
problems on the world scene. 

In advance of the elections. 


Soviet commentators who have 
given strong backing to Kremlin 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev's more 
flexible approach to the West 
expressed some doubts over what 
a Bush victory might mean. 

“If he goes for a gung-ho policy 
on, for example, pushing “Star 
Wars” and outright support for 
the contras in Nicaragua, it will 
certainly please our home-grown 
reactionaries,” said one promin- 
ent journalist who asked not to be 
identified. 

“They are just waiting for a 
really tough line in Washington to 
help them prove that being 
reasonable with what they call the 
imperialists does not pay off and 
that we need to return to being 
tough too,” the journalist added. 

Gorbachev has followed a fore- 
ign policy based on what he has 
termed “new thinking” — taking 
into account the concerns of the 
West and recognising where 
Soviet behaviour has in the past 
caused alarm about its interna- 
tional intentions. 


Shoplifting judge 
allowed to keep job 

GOTEBORG, Sweden (AP) — 
A district ' court ruled Monday 
that a judge who was caught twice 
shoplifting be allowed to keep his 
seat on the bench, the national 
news agency TT reported. The 
court overturned a ruling by the 
Swedish disciplinary offences 
board last April to fire the magis- 
trate, who cannot be named 
under Swedish press regulations. 
A spokesman for tbe beard said a 
further appeal was under consid- 
eration. The judge was caught 
shoplifting in 1985 and 1987. The 
disciplinary board said one 
offense might be overlooked, but 
two offenses could undermine 
public trust in tbe judiciary. 

Man damages copier 
with his posterior 

ST. CLOUD, MINNESOTA 
(AP) — Police are seeking a 
young man who tried to take a 
picture of his posterior at a 
copying centre and left without 
paying the $4,300 bill for damag- 
ing the machine beyond repair. 
Daniel Arndt, the manager of 
Kinko’s copies, said the man 
dropped his pants and jumped 
onto a copying machine late one 
night while a clerk was helping 
another customer. The machin e’s 
glass plate broke and ruined the 
optics of the machine, Arndt 
said. The copier cannot be re- 
paired and must be replaced. 

Burglar puts doctor 
out of operation 

CORAL GABLES, Florida (AP) 
— A burglar who stole a heart 
surgeon's ' instruments from a 
rented car has put the doctor out 
of operation for as much as three 
months. Among the tools stolen 
from Dr. Beethoven Brown was a 
custom-fit pair of magnifying 
eyeglasses that provide closeups 
of small blood vessels. “Basically, 
it is extremely difficult to see the 
coronary arteries without them,” 
Brown said. “Therefore it is im- 
possible to work without them.” 
Having a new, individually fitted 
set of the $1,200 glasses made 
could take three months. Brown 
said. Until then, he will have to 
restrict himself to nonsurgical 
treatment and rely on colleagues 
to perform operations.
